Hugh 
Moore, of 115 Broadway , Is at the 
head of the movement, and he declar 
ed today that the crusade is rapidly 
becoming national In extent. 
“One public drinking cup,” assert­ 
ed Mr. Moore, “spreads more disease 
n an hour than a board 
of health 
can eradicate in a y ear.” 
And Mr. Moore is able to hack up 
his statem ent with facts, figures and 
statistics that 
appear 
unassailable. 
The little public cup. the cup of our 
others, the innocent cup to be found 
n 
all 
waiting 
rooms 
and 
public 
places. Is filled to 
the brim 
with 
iquid death, 
although 
it contains 
nothing hut water, plus a few million 
germs, microbes, 
bacilli 
and 
other 
wlgglers. which are, according to Mr. 
^oore 
and 
many 
phy sicians and 
health authorities, most prolific me­ 
diums for the spread 
of 
contagion, 
pestilence and death. 
Kansas is given first place among 
the states to abolish the public cup. 
Dr. S. J. Cnimhine, secretary of the 
state hoard 
of 
health. 
Issued 
a 
“w^hereas” last March, In which the 
use of public drinking cups was pro­ 
hibited on all railroad tnilns^ in rail­ 
road stations and In public and pri­ 
vate schools and colleges. The mani­ 
festo went into 
effect 
Sept. 1, last, 
and the offending cups are 
now ef­ 
fectually barred from the Sun/lower 
state. 
Michigan health authorities put a 
similar la.w into effect 
in October. 
The public cup will go under the ban 
in Mississippi ten day s hence. New 
Jersey is already attempting to pro­ 
hibit public cups on 
railroad trains 
and in stations. New York health offi­ 
cials are 
getting 
Into line, as are 
those of Pennsy lvania. The Califor­ 
nia state board of health, on July 1, 
last, ordered all railroads to regular­ 
ly clean the drinking 
water tanks. 
New Orleans. Philadelphia and other 
cities have anti-public 
drinking cup 
crusades in full operation. 
Several 
big railroads have 
adopted sanitary 
paper cups, which are to be destroy ed 
after their first use. 
It Is .asserted by many medical au­ 
thorities that the public drinking cup 
is responsible 
for 
many tubercular 
cases. 
On this subject. Dr. Dixon, 
secretary of the Pennsy lvania state 
board of health, has this to say : 
“There is scarcely a person so ig­ 
norant as not to be aware that con 
sumption is caused by a germ or bac­ 
illus. that the same bacillus lurks in 
the mouth and on the lip of the con­ 
sumptive. and 
thence constantly is 
comniunicated to any drinking vessel 
that tke 
consumptive 
puts to his 
lios. The same is true of diphtheria 
and other infectious diseases. 
“This being the case, the cup that 
is used in common In public places 
must inevitably be the 
medium of 
constant communication of such dis­ 
eases. and as truly a poisoned cup 
as though 
it 
contained arsenic or 
stry chnine, all 
the 
more dangerous 
because neither to sight, 
taste 
or 
smell is a hint convey ed of the pres­ 
ence of the poison, and 
because it 
gives no immediate indication of the 
injury it has inflicted. 
“Such cups are. to he found in the 
school room, especially in the coun­ 
try school 
house, 
where • the old 
slimy bucket stands with the equally 
slimy tin cup by its side, the ready 
dispenser of multitudinous germs. 
“Next in order of fata! possibilities 
probably comes the glass in the rail­ 
road car, out of which high and low, 
rich and poor, of all 
ages, quench 
their thirst. 
The 
following picture 
from actual life can be duplicated on 
almost any railroad train: 
“The father of a family well gone 
in consumption, after a hit of cough 
ing and its necessary result, hastens 
to cool his throat, his sweeping mus­ 
tache spreading well over the sides 
of the glass, and into the water. The 
glass, with no pretense of cleaning, is 
gallantly brought hack 
to the wife, 
with the Innocent baby in her arms, 
both of whom partake, and then the 
other children, seized with Imitative 
thirst, each travels to the cooler and 
slowly guzzles the cooling fluid. 
“W hat opportunities are there he» *« 
for the addition of a whole family to 
the roll of victims of inherited tuber­ 
culosis? And what of the other pas­ 
sengers in the car?”
